DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed on April 15, 2005. Claims 1 , 2, 
4-8, 12, 15, 17-21, 24, 26, 27, 32-41, 46-49, 51-53, and 57 were amended. Claims 1-58 
are pending. 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: status of 
related applications, 09/746,107 and 09/746,519, needs to be included and application 
09/61 1 ,775 needs to be updated. Appropriate correction is required. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention:

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
